Hanoi Is Not 


De-Escalating 


SAIGON (AP) — It is the offi­ 
cial view of the U.S. Command 
in 
Vietnam 
that 
Hanoi 
at 
present is not planning a de-es­ 
calation of the war but remains 
determined to attack with great­ 
er force when the time is ripe. 
This assessment has been con­ 
veyed to President Johnson by 
Gen. Creighton Abrams Jr., the 
U.S. commander. 
The current lull in the fight­ 
ing, U.S. headquarters believes, 
was decided upon by Hanoi to 
enable its forces to bind the se­ 
rious wounds sustained in this 
year’s battles. 
The lull of almost two months 
is no olive branch, senior offi­ 
cers say, although Hanoi might 
wish it interpreted as such in 
the Paris peace talks. If the 
slackening in the war was dic­ 
tated by political decisions in 
Hanoi, there is little evidence of 
this on the battlefields of South 
Vietnam the officers say. 
Plan New Attack 
“The evidence is overwhelm­ 
ing that they are still deter­ 
mined to carry out and win the 
m ilitary third phase of their 
classic 
guerrilla doctrine,” 
a 
ranking U.S. authority stated. 
If 
many Vietnam 
watchers 
now believe that Hanoi is en­ 
gaged in quietly de-escalating 
the 
war, 
Abrams 
does 
not 
agree. His headquarters vigor­ 
ously defends intelligence re­ 
ports of increasing North Viet­ 
namese 
infiltration 
into 
the 
South. 
As a result of the slackening 
war and increased infiltration 
since June, responsible authori­ 
ties say, 
the over-all enemy 
troop strength in South Vietnam 
has increased. They say infiltra­ 
tion this month, while declining, 
will probably come close to 
July’s figure of almost 30,000. 
It is at this point, however, 
that 
the 
command’s 
figures 
come into question. 
Figures Questioned 
There has been great confu­ 
sion about the rate of infiltra­ 
tion. with some military esti­ 
mates differing from civilian 
figures. 
The present Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese strength in 
South 
Vietnam is carried 
in 
weekly communiques as 222,000 
soldiers and 85,000 political ca­ 
dre, at most. Of these, some 
95,000 are reported to be North 
Vietnamese regulars. 
This figure, released weekly 
to the press, has remained con­ 
stant for months. It is an “eval­ 
uated” figure, incorporating in­ 
formation over many months. It 
is also smoothed out to avoid 
fluctuations 
which 
might, 
or 
might not, be inaccurate over a 
long period. It was not designed 
for day to day accuracy, offi­ 
cers explain, but to give an 
over-all picture. 
Like Polls 
Tlius, like American political 
polls, the weekly statistics have 
to be assessed and are open to 
different 
interpretations. 
The 
U.S. headquarters insists that 
the figures are accurate. 
Nonetheless, these are not the

234 Reds Killed In 
Clash Near DMZ 


SAIGON 
(AP) — U. S. 
and 
South Vietnamese forces, strik­ 
ing with tanks, artillery 
and 
planes to support the infantry­ 
men. today reported killing 234 
North Vietnamese in the hard­ 
est fighting in nearly a month 
along South Vietnam’s northern 
frontier. 
Spokesmen said three South 
Vietnamese soldiers were killed 
in the clashes Thursday while 15 
government troops and 15 U.S. 
Marines were wounded. 
Vastly superior allied firepow­ 
er was considered responsible 
for the big difference in casual­ 
ties. 
The flareup along the north­ 
ern edge of South Vietnam re­ 
sulted from vigorous patrolling 
by the allied forces.

Soldiers Killed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — T w o 
Michigan soldiers were among 
32 U.S. servicemen killed in re­ 
cent fighting in Vietnam, ’.he De­ 
fense Department reported to­ 
day. 
Killed were Sgt. Terry Meyer, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Meyer of Holland; and Spec. 4 
William V. Clarke, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. William H. Clarke of 
Lincoln Park. 


250 rounds, fired from inside the 
demilitarized zone at a South 
Vietnamese 
armored 
patrol, 
was the prelude to the heaviest 
action on the DMZ front Thurs­ 
day.

barrage destroyed

medium tank and an armored 
personnel carrier, and damaged 
another tank and three more 
personnel carriers.

A spokesman reported 165 en­ 
emy soldiers killed in a day-long 
battle, 50 of them by fighter- 
born ber strikes, before the re­ 
maining enemy escaped. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters said the action was in the 
same area where government 
troops killed 107 enemy soldiers 
a week earlier. 
To the west along the DMZ, 
U.S. Marines reported killing 69 
North 
Vietnamese 
in 
three 
clashes, one three miles north­ 
east of the U.S. artillery base at 
Camp Carroll and the other two 
southeast of the Con Thien out­ 
post, which is two miles below 
the DMZ. 
In the fight near Camp Card 
Roll, enemy troops dug in on 
high ground north of the Cam 
Lo River fired m ortar shells on 
approaching 
Marines.

BOGOTA. Colombia (AP) — 
“ Bogota isn’t ugly. All it needs 
is a bit of makeup.” 
With that thought in mind and 
an eye out for the approaching 
visit of Pope Paul VI, city fa­ 
thers are pushing a multimil- 
lion-dollar facelifting that has 
given this gray, chilly, 8.600-foot 
high capital a sparkle it proba­ 
bly has never known in its 430 
years. 
Caught up in the spirit of 
things, homeowners are paint­ 
ing their house fronts, trimming 
gardens and trees. Businessmen 
are tidying up their establish­ 
ments. The grim e of years is 
being removed from the aging 
fronts of the National Cathedral, 
the Municipal Palace and the 
Capitol. 
Streets are being cleared of 
prostitutes, 
pickpockets 
and 
beggars. Police are everywhere 
and a legion of traffic cops is 
making it possible for people to 
walk—not dash desperately—at 
pedestrian crossings. 
Many of the public works pro­ 
jects—new sewage and lighting 
systems and expressways—now 
completed or under way had 
been in the planning stage for 
several years. They were accel­ 
erated by the selection of Bogo­ 


ta for two important religious 
meetings, an International Eu­ 
charistic 
Congress 
and 
the 
conference of the Latin Ameri­ 
can Episcopal Council, and fi­ 
nally by the definite news that 
the Pope would be a visator Aug. 
22-24. 
Estim ates of the cost of the 
papal visit alone, exclusive of

tions. The city and national gov­ 
ernments, as well as the Catho­ 
lic Church, are financing it. 


The Pope’s visit has aroused 
glowing pride among most Co­ 
lombians but there are dissi­ 
dents. 
Some express disappointment 
the Pope will stay at the papal 
nunciature instead of the home 
of a Colombian priest. Others 
say state funds—derived from 
taxes on Jews, Protestants and 
non-Cathoiics as well as Cathol­ 
ics—should not have been used 
in the preparations. 
A sociologist sees Bogota’s up- 
ban problems worsened by the 
papal visit which may increase 
the city’s 2 million population 
by 10,000 or more visitors who 
stay in the city.

Pause Is Only 


Buildup Period 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Johnson administration is put­ 
ting the onus on North Vietnam 
to say directly or indirectly 
whether the current, battlefield 
lull in South Vietnam is a sign 
of de-escalation. 
Secretary of Defense Clark M. 
Clifford gave that word Thurs­ 
day while making clear he be­ 
lieves the lull merely reflects a 
time of preparation far new ene­ 
my attacks. 
Some critics have accused the 
administration of a hard-line in­ 
terpretation of the recent de­ 
cline in enemy military opera­ 
tions. 
Their argument is that the lull 
should be viewed as Hanoi’s re­ 
sponse to President Johnson’s 
bombing 
limitation, 
ordered 
March 31, and that the adminis­ 
tration ought to follow through 
with another step of de-escala­ 
tion: Stopping all the bombing. 
Signal Waited 
Clifford contended in a Penta­ 
gon news conference that all 
signs point to the likelihood of a 
m ajor new offensive, and that 
Hanoi could easily dispel the no­ 
tion. 
“Obviously, what I would re­ 
gard ais a clear signal would be 
the kind of signal that would be 
so easy for them to give,” the 
defense chief said. 
“ All they have to do,” he add­ 
ed, “ Is get word to us that they 
have reduced the level of com­ 
bat and that they will continue 
to reduce the level of combat, 
and that that constitutes a de­ 
escalates step, and that we 
could then get on with substan­ 
tive negotiations in Paris." 
Clifford suggested as an alter­ 
native Hanoi could gets its mes­ 
sage across indirectly by fur­ 
ther lowering the combat level 
“for a lengthy period of time, 
with some word even through 
third parties that this constitut­ 
ed a recognition on their part of 
the need to get on with the Paris 
peace talks.” 
Seven Weeks Lull 
The drop in enemy activity 
has been noted by defense offi­ 
cials the past seven weeks, in 
terms of both large-unit and 
small scale actions. 
U.S. combat deaths have de­ 
clined, too, since the Tet offen­ 
sive when as m any as 400 to 500

Discount Rate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board 
de­ 
scribes its vote for a slight cut­ 
back in the discount rate as pri­ 
marily technical. But the action 
offers hope this key economic 
indicator has begun its long 
slide back to normal. 
“I am pleased,” said Presi­ 
dent Johnson Thursday after the 
Fed’s board of governors acted. 
“ It should help to assure the 
availability of funds to finance a 
needed increase in the pace of 
homebuilding.” 
The discount rate is the rate 
of 
interest 
Federal 
Reserve 
banks charge for loans to their 
member banks. Since they’ll be 
getting money more cheaply, 
these banks can be expected to 
make some downward revisions 
of the charges they make for 
loans to the pubbc. 
The cutback is from 5 ^ per 
cent to SV* per cent, enough to 
signal the board’s belief that the 
crisis that faced the dollar in 
April, when the rate rose from 5 
to 5Vi, has subsided considera­ 
bly. 
Even at the new level, one 
source noted, the rate is high, 
considering levels of the 1950s 
and 1960s. Thus, he said, it 
should still have an impact on 
inflation and the continuing bal­ 
ance of payments problem. 
The reduction had been wide­ 
ly predicted in the financial 
community because of a steady 
easing of conditions in the mon­ 
ey market.

Any historic accounting of Delta County 
will mark this day down as a Big One. 
Hie new Escanaba Industrial Park campus 
of Bay de Noc Community College is being dedi­ 
cated today. 
Hie college has been in operation for 5 years 
and its effect upon the big community it serves 
is already apparent, but probably not thorough­ 
ly understood because education works rather 
subtlev. 
There have, for instance, been 400 local 
marriages involving Bay de Noc students and 
former students. The college doesn’t suggest that 
without its influence these young people would 
not have married, but many of them met at the 
college and it was certainly influential in the 
matchmaking. 
It is not of love, however, that we sing to­ 
day.

It is about our livelihood. 
This is the basic method of our living. 
Escanaba and Gladstone were founded as 
communities by the need to house workers in 
their ports, moving iron ore, and in the saw­ 
mills that were their first industries. Because 
of their strategic locations they became trans-

rtation centers. The Chicago & North Western 
iii way became the largest employer. Today it 
is building a big iron ore terminal here for its 
future, but at the same time it is studying the 
possibility of asking the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to give it permission to terminate 
its U.P. passenger train service at Escanaba. At 
present it terminates in Ishpeming. 
Change is constant.

Change brought Bay de Noc Community 
College. 
Its basic functions are new' elements in local 
education. 
They are the provision of job skills for stu­ 
dents and for adults, and to supply the first two 
years of college studies for students who plan 
university schooling. 
The community first sent its youth to public 
and parochial schools that provided schooling 
through the 8th grade. In the late 1800s high 
schools were added, but they didn’t get most of 
the eligible students until around World War I 
and it’s still not legally necessary to finish high 
school, only to attend school until 16. 
The pressures to complete high school have 
been created by the increasing sophistication of 
our living, our industrial jobs, our preparations 
for professions, our commerce, etc. Most saw­ 
mill jobs didn’t require much skill, only main 
strength and awkwardness, but today’s jobs 
usually cost a lot to create and involves the op­ 
erations of some complicated and expensive ma­ 
chinery. The owner doesn’t want some dumkopf 
wrecking it. It can turn out a lot of w'ork and 
thus enable the employer to increase wages, but 
the w-age earner has got to be a sharpie today.

This may seem a long way around the barn 
to explain the need for Bay de Noc Community 
College, but it is the real reason. 
High schools don’t carry the educative pro­ 
cess far enough along for today’s job needs. 
Once 8th grade schooling was enough. Once high 
schooling was enough. Today something on top 
of high school is needed. 
It’s needed especially by the young person 
not going on to a university. 
Community colleges were created to meet 
this need. 
They are a rather new idea. 
They have been very successful. The univer­ 
sities say that the students they get from them 
stack up very well with those whom they have 
schooled themselves in their first two years of 
college studies.

They have been economical, too, and that’s 
very needed in American education today. It has 
become gosh awful expensive and the community 
college cuts costs by making it povssible for a 
student to live at home and learn. 
They also have another major function. It is 
retraining adults for employment, providing 
them with new job skills when their old ones are 
no longer adequate. 


We are fortunate to have a community col­ 
lege in Delta County. It s a down-to-earth work 
school and it will help change Delta County by 
making its people more knowledgeable and more 
skillful and more able to cope with opportunities 
and with problems in an industrial age. 
No investment of the community promises 
greater returns than this college. 
So it is occasion for general jubilation wTien 
its services are expanded by the staid; on a new’ 
campus. Many persons have brought this about. 
We owe them all thanks.

SAULT STE. MARIE (AP)— 
Jean-Louis Mandereau, French 
consul general stationed in Chi­ 
cago. has accused news media 
of “tending toward sensational­ 
ism” in reporting racial prob­ 
lems in America. 
Mandereau, who spoke at the 
start of Sault Ste. Marie’s Tri­ 
centennial Celebration, said “be­ 
cause of this, the racial prob­ 
lem in the country may be ov­ 
erexposed and presented out of 
proportion and may become a 
bigger problem than it is now.** 
He 
called 
for 
communica­ 
tions media to keep the news 
factual and in proportion to the 
events that cause it. 
The celebration commemor­ 
ates the 300th anniversary of the 
arrival of Father Jacques Mar­ 
quette to the area, where he es­ 
tablished the first permanent 
white settlement in Michigan.

The NAB has not officially re­ 
leased Beebe’s report, but a 
copy was made available to The 
Associated Press by an official 
of the organization.

“ We are under no illusions 
about the difficulty of closing 
the gap between the jobs and 
the jobless,” said Beebe, a Ford 
Motor Co. vice president. “ Suc­ 
cess hinges on our ability to 
change human habits, those of 
the hard-core and our own. 
No Formula 
“ Nothing could be more diffi­ 
cult. There is no formula tor 
success. Progress is obstructed 
from the right by those who re­ 
sist change and from the left by 
those who expect change to oc­ 
cur overnight.” 
In a report to the President on 
the first six 
months of 
the 
NAB’s jobs 
campaign, Beebe 
said the alliance had obtained 
310.000 job commitments 
and 
placed 140,000 people on the job. 
“The alliance is well ahead of 
schedule in its basic assign­ 
m ent,” Beebe said. 
The NAB, launched last Janu­ 
ary, hopes to put 100,000 unem­ 
ployed in jobs by next June and 
500.000 by the summer of 1971. 
Beebe said the employer who 
pledges a job for a hard-core 
worker in a suburban plant will 
be confronted with the problem 
of transportation from the city 
center to the suburb. 
Transportation Hurdle 
“ In 
time, 
commuting 
will

employer will see that the only 
solution to the dilemma is either 
to set up shop in the city or 
move the worker and his family 
to the suburb.”

R-Battie 
Creek, urged the Civil Service 
Commission and State Police 
“to be adam ant in maintaining 
the present high standard of 
qualifications tor the Michigan 
State Police.” 
At issue is a commission plan 
to allow State Police applicants 
who fail the exulting written 
test to continue their testing 
program on probation. 
DeWald said the program is 
intended to “ test the testing 
procedure” — to see whether 
candidates who fail the written 
examination can do well before 
an examining board, in the 12- 
week 
trooper recruit 
schools 
and as probationary officers. 
The 
legislative 
resolution— 
which is not binding on the 
state 
agencies, 
but only ex­ 
presses 
legislators’ 
feelings— 
did not refer to the proposed 
program specifically. 
But Groat, a former Battle 
Creek detective, said he intro­ 
duced it after members of the 
State Police Officers Associa­ 
tion complained to him about 
the civil service proposals.
